Flogging and branding . are 
extreme meagures, defensible, if 
ever,, only in extreme straits, 
Hongkong, despite its sterner 
laws, may still have more than its 
share of cowards who snatch 
purse bags from women and 
wrench‘ car-rings from children, 
but the evil does’ not to-day 
demand methods which, ‘necessary 
as they may have been fifty years 
ago, are scarcely desirable in these 
less troublous times. © These 
crimes are fréquent enough, how- 
ever, atill to demand special 
measures, such as the salutary 
sentence Mr. Gomipertz meted out 
in Tuesday's particularly bad case, 
The. quality of mercy ia not 
strained, yes, but if an example 
has to be made to strike terror 
into the, criminal; heart that 
example, manifestly, must be 
effective.

’ for the fact that it was fought in 
the vicinity of Shanghai. 

The 5,000 and odd acres of soi! 
in that part of China which are 
governed by the only truly inter- 
national and harmonious adminis- 
tration in the world are inhabited 
by about 900,000 persons, of 
whom upproximately 85 per cent. 
are Chinese. These international 

‘ settlements are thé nerve-centres 
of Far Eastern trade... The war- 
ships of half a dozen nations sre 
anchored off the Piccadilly of 
Shanghai, and the town is not in 

: the slightest danger from the war. 
if one imagines the governor of 
Kent 'making war upon his col- 
leasrue of Surrey, both men paying 
the closest attention to the re- 
quirements of the London County 
Council (Shanghii Municipal 
Council), one-obtains an uccurite 

. picture of ‘the position of Shang- 
chai. * ; 

There is, however, another 
reason which invests this war 
with an importaned exceeding its 
local merits. There is good reason: 
to suppose that it is only a cur- 
tain-ruiser to a drama of greater 
consequence. Chi, of Kiangsu,is 
jin adherent of the Chihli party, 
whilst, his rival Luis. a, member 
of the Anfu clique. With the 
mention’ of these groups we pais 
into the sphere of the Greater 
Fleas, The Chihli group is one 
of four'sets of personalities which 
count in China at the moment. 
‘The other three ‘are the Kuo-min 

' Tang party, the Anfu clique, and 
the Fengtien party. None of 
these are parties in the sense of 
the term as-understood in Eng- 
land to-day. They are cliques 
revolving around certain persons 
who, control bodies of troops and 
sources of money. These parties 
are not linked to any section of 
public opiriion in China, because 
in a national sense there is no 
public opinion in China. Millions 
‘of Chinese have a very keen dis- 
‘trict council type of political con- 
‘veciousiess, . but absolutely no 
understanding of what is implied 
in the idea of a national assembly. 
There'are signs that this wider 
public opinion is. beginning: to

The 
(Chinese argue that since war 
r always onds in a compromise, why 
not have the compromise without 
the fighting? If desultory opera- 
tions take place,. it is rare, indeed, 
that negotiations between” the 
-belligerents are suspended. In'a 
small war of. which the present 
writer had some personal know- 
ledge, there were three generals 
all fighting and negotiating at: the 
same time. . The fighting consist- 
ed of a parsimonious discharge of 
ammunition into tle blue. =, 
Although these “parties” are no 
more thin froth upon the surface 
‘of .the Chinese nation, their 
quarrels are of interest to for- 
eigners, since the victory of one 
party would give it the partial 
domestic control ofa vast country 
wand’ the entire control of - its 
foreign policy, © , : 
The principal men in the Chihli 
party are Wu »Pei-fu and’ Tsao 
Kun. Tsao Kun is now President 
of Chinu, Wu Pei-fu is the fight- 
ing manof the group, and controls 
about 100,000 troops, of Whom the 
efficient are under the'iron 
line of the “Christian Gen- 
Feng. For several years the 
Chihli party have pursued a policy 
which has for its. object the 
“unification” of China by force. 
The’ obstacles before them have 
included a number of independent 
and sémi-independent Tuchuns in 
the wet of China, Several 
expeditions have been launched 
uguinst these apostles of self- 
determination with the object, of 


. bringing them under the Chihli 


umbrella) The result has been 
moderate. In 1919 the Central 
Government at Peking was in the 
hands of the Anfu clique, who 
were openly subsidised by Japan. 
The scundal became so intolerable 
that Wu Pei-fu and the Chihli 
party drove the Anfu people from 
power, and thenceforward began 


‘the policy of Chihli, supremacy. 


These proceedings were at first 
regarded. with benevolence by 
another important person in China 
whose nme often appears in the 
English press, This is- Chang 
Tso-lin, the Super-Tuchun of 
Manchuria,’ an able dictator and 
the leader of the. Fengtien group. 
This great satrap was -ready 
enough to see the Anfu. people 
cast ot, but showed hostility to 
the unification policy of the Chihli 
party. In 1922 ‘he came down 
trom the north past the east end 
of the Great Wall, and hung like a 
storm-cloud. over Peking. Wu 
Pei-fu accepted the challenge, and 
a considerable campaign took 
place, as a result of which Chang 
retired into his own provinces. 
The way. was now clear for the 
public ussumption by the. Chihli 
party of the Central Government. 

In the.autumn of 1923 Tsao 
Kun, having engineered the re- 
signation of the honest, but sim- 
ple, gentleman who was then 
President, purchased the Presi- 
dential office from the Legislative 
Assembly, which ‘ justifies “-a 
corrupt existence by hanging 
about Peking. The control of the 
Central.Government carries with 
it the perquisite of recognition by 
the foreign: Powers. This is not 
worth more than gold, but it is 
worth much fine silver. Me 

To the further development of 
the Chihli plan there were then 
two immediate obstacles. ‘In’ the 
Province of Chekiang Lu still 
remained a8 a centre of Anfu in- 
‘fluence, It.was decided to oust 
him, and the. result is now being 
reported from day to day. It 
seems to have been successful. 
The other obstacle was, and still 
is,.in the extreme south of Canton. 
‘In the city of Rams the veteran 
Sun Yat-sen, leader of the Kuo- 
min Tang revolutionary party, 
which was instrumental in bring- 
ing: about.the downfall ‘of the 
Manchus in 1911, ceaselessly pro- 
claims that his provisional govern- 
ment is the only true-ark of the 
Covenant and shrine of Repub- 
lican principles. _ Wi Pei-fu has 
encouraged sundry expeditions 
‘against Sun Yat-sen, but with no 
permanent success. Sun has re- 
turned the. compliment with like 
result, Meanwhile, Chang Tso- 
lin,'of the Fengtlen party, 
emphatically one’ of the.““Greater 
Fleas,” has again become alarmed 
at the steadily growing power“of:

| A SKIPPER'S THEORY. |. ~ 
,London, October “8:-No sea 
tragedy has aroused more 
fantastic sea tales than . .the 
mystery of the “Marie Celeste.” 
For the last fifty years the 
shipping ‘world has been 
jecturing' what really happened 
tothis ship. tek, 

Captain J.L. Vivian Millett, of 
“Cutty Sark” fame, ‘has, given the 
following new solution. In the. 
light of actual sea experience and 
cold logic it is.a solution which 
may appeal to practical’ seafarers 
as better than any other theory 
ever put forth in the dozens of 
“true” accounts which have been 
published froin time to time, 

. IN. 1872, 

“The fats,” said Captain Millett, 
“are that the brigantine “Marie 
Celeste,” 236 tons, owned by 
Captain J. H. Winchester, of New 
York,who was onetime jn command 
of her, loaded with oil and spirits, 
and safled for New York, under 
the command of Captain Benjamin 
Bigzs, on. November 7, 872. The 
mate was Henry Bislow, there 
were seven lands before the mast, 
and also the captain’s wife and his 
Ititle “girl, aged ‘seven. On 
December 5,.she. was picked up 
by the Englishbrig “ Dei Gratia” in 
lat. °38 20, long. 17 50, or.500 miles 
due west of Lisbon. — 

Three hands of the "Dei Gratia” 
sailed her to Gibraltar, where she 
atrrived on December 13. Asurvey 
was held on her, and the ship. was 
found in absolutely perfect order. 
Onehatch cover was off, and one 
boat missing... There was no 
damage anywhere except a scar 
on.the bow. All the crew's effects 
were intact, and. the dresses and

in their places, . 
‘REMAINS OF BREAKFAST. . 
The remains of breakfast were“ 
found on the table. The log was 
written up.to November 24, and 
the slate log to 8 o'clock on 
November 72° proving that the 
ship was abandoned on that day...

- FLED FROM PIRATES. 

The captain feating they were 
pirates flew into a panic, together 
with the rest of the crew, and 
hastily decided that it would’ be 
better to abandon the ship ‘to. the 
pirates and risk their lives in the 
small boat, which was probably 
hanging by davits or chocks over 
the ‘stern, rather than remain on 
ue ship when unable to defend 

er. \ 

Everyone scrambled into’ the 
boat and they pulled away from 
the ship, but the Moors observing 
this, to the dismay of the captain 
and crew, must have decided that, 
as it'was acalm and the ship was 
not moving through the water, 
they could both capture the crew, 
to sell them into slavery and the 
ship as well. 

‘WOMEN: CAPTIVES. 

They pursued the boat, whose 
crew were desperately endeavour- 
ing to out-distance them, and. it 
probably took some time before 
the galley was able to run them 
down. ‘Then the crew was trans- 
ferred to the galley. To the 
delight of the Moors a woman and 
girl were among the captives. © 

Meanwhile a breeze sprang up,

STONEHENGE OWNER AND|- 


FAMILY DOOMED. 


‘Permission ‘his been given for 
the burial at. Stonehenge of the 
ashes of a member of the Society 
of Druids.. ‘ i er 

Some time called the “ Univere 
salist Church,” the adherents prefer 
the name of the “Society of Druids.” 
They claim spiritual descent from 
the priests of pree-Roman times, 
' “From time .to' time,” sald Mr. 
'W. MacgregorReid, the. Arch- 
druid, ‘to a‘ Daily Chronicle” re- 
presentative, “we have had a great 
deal of trouble with regard to 
Stonehenge, which to us is not a 
ruin, but a book conveying the 
most sacred message. 

“In 1913, on the occasion of the 
Sunrise Solstice, our service was 
interrupted and we were turned off 


, the ground by police. ; 


| ‘A solemn curse was uttered in 
consequence,/and by the time Mid- 
summer Day had come round next 
year, ‘the then owner of Stone 
henge, -his son, and the seven 
policemen who had laid hands upon 
us were all dead. inn 

“ We are. described as an obscure 
i sect, but ‘we are at least anold one, 

and we are becoming less and less 
obscure. Before the war we had just 
rover 200 students 5' to-day we have 
2,300. Ours js the religion of 
‘common-sense. We belisve in 
usefulness.” 

Further inquiries by the 
Chronicle,” however, show that 
the curse was not so effective as 
the Archdruid claimed. Mr. F. 
Tucker of Amesbury states, that 
all who were on duty at Stonehenge 
on the morning of June 21, 1913, 
are to-day very much alive. : 

“With two exceptions they are 
still serving in 
County Police; the superintendent 
andone constable present on that 
occasion having retired from the 
force. The custodian is also still 
doing duty there, although no 
longer a young man. 

“The then owner of Stonehouge, 
Sir £. Antrobus, died in February, 
1915, aged 67, his death being pro- 
bably hastened by that of his.only 
800, who died serving his country, 
in Flanders on October 24, 1914."
